» WAR BETWEEN STATES 


From Fred Watson's Coffee County History 


Coffee County ‘contribu- 
ted her part of the men 
for the Confederate Arm- 
les, The first company 
to become part cf a com- 
bat unit was the ‘‘Coffee 
Rangers’, which became 
Company D. of the twel- 
fth Alabama infantry at 
Richmond, Virginia in July 
1861, At the end of the war 
the Regiment surrendered 
at Appomattox, 

The ‘Bullock Guards”’, 
from Coffee County became 
Company A of the eigh- 
teenth Alabama _ Infantry 
upon the organization of 
that regiment at Auburn, 
Alabama, September 4, 
861, The eighteenth sur- 
tendered at Meridian, Mis- 
sissippi, May 4, 1861 with 
the military department. 

Company E ofthe twenty- 
fifth Alabama Infantry, or- 
ganized at Mobile’ in 
December, 1861, was from 
Coffee and Pike counties, 
they called themselves 
“Little George Matthews 
Friends,’’ The Regiment 
surrendered at Goldsboro, 
North Carolina, 

Company A of the thirty- 
third Alabama Infantry Re- 
giment was from Coffee 
County, The Regiment was 
organized at Pensacola, 
Florida, in April 1862, Re- 
gimental officers from 
Coffee were Colonel Ro- 
bert F. Critterrien, cap- 
tured at Nashville; and Lie- 
utenant Colonel Isaac H, 
Horn, resigned, The thir- 
‘ty - third surrendered in 
North Carolina, 

The fifty-fourth Alabama 
Infantry was organized at 
Jackson, Mississippi, Oc- 
tober 12, 1862, Company 
A and Company E were 
from Coffee County, The 
companies which formed 
this Regiment fought for 
over a year above Mem- 
phis and were captured at 
Island, Tennessee. They 
were in an exchange of 
prisioners made by the 
United States and Confe- 
derate Governments, After 
returning to the Confeder- 
acy, they were reorgani- 
zed and put in the newly 
created fifty - fourth Re- 
giment. Lieutenant Co- 
lonel John A, Minter of 
Coffee County was cap- 
tured at Island, Tennessee 
and was later promoted 
to Colonel, The regiment 
surrendered with the for- 
ces of General Joseph K. 
Johnston, 

The fifty-seventh Ala- 
bama Infantry was organi- 
zed at Troy, Alabama in 
March, 1963, Company G 
was from Coffee and com- 
pany D was composed of 
men from Pike and Cof- 
fee counties, and Company 
I of men from the count- 
ies of Dale and Coffee, 
The regiment folded its 
colors at Bentonville, Nor- 
th Carolina, at the end of 
the war, 

The sixty-first Aaa 
Infantry was organized at 
Pollard, Alabama in Sep- 
1963, Company G 


of this regiment was from 
| Coffee County, The regi- 
ment surrendered at Appo- 
mattox, Virginia, 

The sixth Alabama Cal- 
vary was organized at Pine 
Level early in 1863, Com- 
pany B of this regiment 
was from Coffee, The re- 
giment surrendered at Gai- 
nesville, Florida, 


The fifty-!\.ird was are- 
giment of mounted infantry 
which was organized at 


Montgomery in November, 
1862, Company H was made 
up of men from Coffee and 
Dale counties, The fifty- 
third surrendered at Co- 
lumbia, South Carolina, 

Life in Coffee County 
during 1861 and 1862 was 
lived at fever pitch, The 
long period of waiting and 
uncetainty was over, and 
the feeling of unrest pas- 
sed with a job todo, En- 
thusiasm was high, every- 
one pitched in to get the 
men ready for war, Uni- 
forms were made, suppl- 
ies were collected and when 
the companies were ready 
to depart,, there were fare- 
well parties and the pre- 
sentation of colors, The 
men were encouraged to 
fight but exhorted never to 
surrender, It was custo- 
mary for a military com- 
pany to have a distinctive 

name; three of which were 
“Coffee Rangers’’, “Bul- 
lock Guards’’, and "*1 ittle 
George Matthews Fri- 
ends,”’ 

After the young men were 
gone, the seriousness of 
war was brought home to 
the people, and those left 
behind settled down tohard 
work and a long wait. 

For a long time there 
was not fear of invasion, 
and became monotonous, 
Casualty lists began com- 
ing in; and it was a bless- 
ing that the people had to 
work so hard, for constant 
employment was their 
greatest comfort, 

Cotton was not the all- 
embracing factor in the 
economy of Coffee Coun- 
ty that it was insome other 
parts of the state, so the 
methods of agriculture 
changed very little with the 
war, Transportation was 
still difficult, and the peo- 
ple were used to a sub- 
sistence system of farm- 
ing, The Confederate and 
State Governemtns encour- 
aged, and even enforced by 
law, the growing of food, 
Cereals could not be grown 
in southeast Alabama, but 
the number of acres plan- 
ted in peas, corn, peanuts, 
chufas and all kinds of ve- 
getables was increased, 

In the black-helt, theloss 
of men was not so keen- 
ly felt on the farms, for 
the negroes did the field 
labor, In the white coun- 
ties, the burden fell hea- 
vily upon the women, 
children and oldmen, Here 
the women did not have the 
responsibility of managing 
a plantation and large num- 
bers of slaves, but often had

to labor in the fields, The 
few families who owned 
slaves, or the ones with 
large children, fared well 
by comparison with the wife 
of a poor farmer or renter 
left alone with small child- 
ren, 

The social life of thepeo- 
ple changed little with the 
war; the chief difference 


was the predominance of} contact 


women at any gathering, 
With the exception of the 
three small villages, Clin- 
tonville, Elba and Victoria, 
the people lived widely 
scattered and any visit or 
party usually took long 
planning. Where the homes 
were close enough, the wo- 
men would get together and 
sew and gossip, At other 
times ere would be “‘qui- 
ltings’’ or “spinning bees’’ 
to iten nthe women would 
come long distances and 
stay all day, bringing with 
them in wagons, their spin- 
ning wheels, cards and cot- 
ton, The young people found 
relaxation by attending 

“corn shuckings’’, “candy 
pullings’’, or in giving par- 


ties for the soldiers on 
furlough, 

A soldier, home on fur- 
lough, was visited by 


everyone inthe community, 
anxious for news of some- 
one inthe army, This was 
one of the main contacts 
soldiers had with home, for 
the mails were expensive 
and very uncertain in the 
country districts. Due to 
the company system of en- 
listment, all men from one 
community might be in the 
same outfit, and thus mes- 
sages were carried hack 
and forth, and a letter was 
sometimes passed around 
for the entire company or 
community to read, 

The people continued to 
operate their old business 
and start new ones, New- 
some Taunton opened the 
first hotel in Elba in 1861, 
He advertised as offering 
the best of lodging for man 
and beast, The rates at 
the hotel were as follows; 
board per month $12.50, 
$6,00 per week, $1.00 per 
day and 25 cents for an in- 
dividual meal. Part of 
the schools closed due to 
the shortage of teachers 
and some of the children 
had to stay at home and 
work, 

Clintonville Academy 
continued to operate, but 
had a great decrease in 
enrollment, 

Several of the county of- 
fice-holders went into the 
army. Among those was 
the sheriff, Mason C, Kim- 
2y, who commanded Com- 
pany A of the Thirty-third 
Alabama Infantry until 
wounded at Perryville. He 
was followed in office by 
Welcome W, Flournoy, who 
served until May 2, 1862, 
and was replaced by John 
C, Brown, who was appoin- 
ted by the governor, Brown 
had been forced to resign 
from the army due to the 
wounds received while ser-

D of the Twelfth Alabama 
Infantry; he was promoted 
to Major hefore resigning. 

The Probate Judge, D.P. 
Costello, went into service 
as Captain of Company K 
of the twenty-fifth Alabama 
Infantry, but unlike the 
sheriff he did not resign, 
He left his office force and 
Ithe Board of Commission- 
ers to carry on his work, 
He was an able adminis- 
trator and popular with the 
people, having been elec- 
ted to the office three 
times, He kept as close 
as possible with 
the people administering 
his office, and it was he 
who determined the poli- 
cies to be carried out, 

There began to be some 
needy cases in the county 
and in 1862, Judge Cos- 
tello took steps to help 
these needy families, The 
first Coffee County alms- 
house, a log cabin, was 
built during his years in 
office, In those days roads 
were only wagon trails, 
woods were thick and the 
county was thinly settled, 
The settlers were dis- 
tances apart and had tode- 
pend very much on them- 
selves, 

The state helped the 
needy families by furnish- 
ing free corn and salt to 
those members of a ser- 
viceman’s family in want. 
Judge Costello was killed 
on January 1, 1863, at Mur- 
freeshoro, after having 
been wounded at Shiloh, 

Bowling W. Starke was 
elected to suceed Costello 
as Probate Judge on May 
5, 1863, During his first 
months in office, his chief 
problems were taking care 
of the poor, orphans, and 
widows. As the war con- 
tinued these problems be- 
came increasingly -acute, 
for as more men left for 
Benge the production of 


creased, 

This situation caused the 
men in the army tobecome 
worried about their fami- 
lies and more of them be- 
gan coming home without 
permission to see for 
themselves how things 
were, Some of these cases 
were desertion and thinly 
settled conditions in the 
southern section of the 
county made hiding from 
the authorities compara- 


, tively eayy,

notes that while some cases 
of Rubella occur each year, 
wide-spread epidemics usually 
occur in the United States every 
Six to nine years, 

“Our last major epidemic in 
this country was in 1964,’? Dr, 
McLeod replies, ‘And asa re- 
Sult of that epidemic, some 
20,000 to 30,000 infants were 
born with severe birth defects.” 

The U, S, Public Health Ser- 
vice has estimated that if the 
Six to nine year cycle persists, 
this country can expect to see 
another increase in German 
measles case load as early as 
1970, 

"Some of the commonly re- 
cognized birth defects of Ru- 
bella have been identified as 
cataracts, cardiovascular de- 
fects, deafness and mental re- 
tardation,”” Dr, McLeod ex- 
plains, ‘Preventing infection 
of the fetus is the principal 
objective of Rubella control.” 

Most cases of Rubella are 
found in school-age children and 
occur most frequently during 
the winter and spring months, 
By early adulthood, between 
80 to 90 percent of all indi- 
viduals in the United States 
have had the disease, 

“Effective Rubella control 
programs are the only answer 
to the problem,” Dr, McLeod 
says, ‘Children in kindergar- 
ten and early grades of elemen- 
tary school should receive pri- 
ority in such controlprograms, 
They are so commonly the 
major source of dissemination 
of the disease in the commun- 
ity.”* 

Dr. Mcleod stresses the 
point that women who are sche- 
duled to receive the live virus 
vaccine must not be pregnant 
at the time of immunization. 

He further notes that routine 
immunization of adolescent 
girls and adult women should 
not be undertaken because of 
the danger of inadvertantly ad- 
ministering vaccine before pre-

CORN DISEASES 

I think just about every 
farmer in the county now is 
familiar with southern leaf 
blight on corn, It affects 
the older leaves onthe bot- 
tom first and then moves 
On up the stalk, I cer- 
tainly hope that by next 
year we will know which 
varieties are the most re- 
Sistant to this disease, 

Folks who have older 
corn like Roy Barlow in 
the Basin Community will 
be putting it into the silo 
in the next few days, Bar- 
low has 75 acres which he 
will use for silage to win- 
ter his beef cattle herd, 


LEAFSPOT CONTROL 
Leafspot disease onpea- 
nuts, if not controlled, is 
going to cause a lot of 
peanuts to be dug early, 
This means light peanuts, 
lower grades, lower rates 
and low income, Believe. 
me, if I had a field of 
peanuts I would keep those 
leaves covered for the next 
three ‘to four weeks with 
either a dust or spray. And 
I believe I would be put- 
ting money in my pocket. 
We have good prospects. 
Let’s don’t make the mis- 
take of thinking that leaf- 
spot will just disappear, 


HOGS -- ENTERPRISE 
WITH A FUTURE

To produce a good crop 
of peanuts, calcium is a 
must in the pegging zone, 
Large seeded peanuts such 
as the. Virginia-type re- 
quire large amounts of cal- 
cium, 

Extension Soils Special- 
ist Dr. Walter Sowell says 
calcium must be available 
in the pegging zone because 
each individual peg or pod 
has to absorb the calcium 
it uses in producing a pea- 
nut, The peanut plant 
roots can’t absorb suffi- 
cient calcium for the pods, 

If a soil test was made, 
Sowell advises following its 
recommendations for sup- 
plying adequate calcium, 
But if a soil test wasn’t 
made and the amount of 
calcium in the soil is un- 
known, apply 500, pounds 
of gypsum or basic slag 
per acre at blooming, Ap- 
ply the gypsum or basic 
slag in a 12 to 14 inch 
band on the peanut vines,
